400 Are Listed as Dead.

TTie greatest peace-time mobilization in the history of this 
nation failed today to save the lower Mississippi valley from 
the death wave swept down from the Ohio Valley. 
Memphis was the headquarters of a spectacular cam­ 
paign. 
I he I 200-mile levee system stretched from Cairo to 
New Orleans, the battle front. 
I he campaign forces— the Army Engineers— employed a 
pick and shovel army of 100,000 along the levee system, ac­ 
cepting the challenge of the river and confidently prepared to 
keep it within its man-made banks. I he area presented a war­ 
like scene. 
Along the 2,000 miles of flood front, more than 900,000 
refugees, their homes destroyed or damaged by flood waters as 
surely as though by bombs, were cared for in improvised shel­ 
ters. At least 400 are dead. 
Uniformed men — Regular Army men, State Militia, 
State Troopers— patrolled highways, shooting casual traffic to 
by roads to give the right of way to army trucks heavily loaded 
with stores of supplies or refugees fleeing their homes.
